The midnight meetings recently held in London having met with 
much success, and public attention having been painfully drawn to 
the distressing subject of fallen women, a conference of clergymen 
and gentiemen of our city, was held on Thursday, at No. 10, D'Oiler- 
street, with a view to making further efforts on behalf of this un- 
happy class in Dublin, Fresh exertions are much needed for the 
rescue of these friendiess ones, whose pitiable state, exiled from all 
good influences, and tied and bound in the chain of their sins, should, 
indeed, awaken compas«ion in the hearts of those whom Providence 
has placed in safety from perils such as theirs. 

After prayerand much consideration, the clergymen and gentie- 
men before referred to have resolved tocommence a course of) faith- 
ful, loving, and patient efforts to seek out and save those ones ; 
and to this end a Committee has been formed, consisting of lure- 
wing Members. 

The following resolutions have resulted from this conference :— 

First “That a Society be formed, to be entitied ' The Dublin 
Mission to Friendiess Femaies.’” 

Second—* That a house be forthwith taken in a central part of 
Dublin, to serve as a place for the temporary reception of friendicss 
women, whe may be wiiling to abandon their evil course, and submit 
to religious and moral training, with a view to their being restored to 
their friends, drafted into existing institutions, or otherwise provided 
for; and that a sub-committee he appointed to take steps at once for 
the carrying out of this resolution, and aiso to engage a suitable 
Matron for the Institation.” 

Third—* That the sub-committee before name! be also appointed 
for the purpose of procuring two or more agents to distribute tracts, 
visit at their dwellings, read the Scriptures, and give Christian counsel 
to the poor friendlies women who walk the streets at night.” 

The carrying out of these resolutions must involve con-iderable 
eXpense, and an eppea! is now made to the compassion and libera ity 
of the public,in the hope that it will freely respond to the cail 
Surely the bappy and virtuous will not coldly turn aside when asaed 
to help their outcast sisters — whose state ie sad beyond description — 
whose souls are besieged by dark and evil powers—whose ears are 
familiar oni¥@with harmful words—whose hearts are crushed with 
the suffering that comes of sin, and perverted from ail purity and 
truth, but who are yet within our reach, yet amenable to the soften- 
ing and healing influences of human sympathy and Christian teach- 
ing; and if we pass not by on the other side may yet be brought home 
to Lim who offers to repentant puviicans and hariots a place in the 
kingdom ef heaven.

Tux Marquis of Clanricarde advocated the second 

reading of the Tramways (Ireland) Bill, on the 

ground that tramways could be made at less expense 

than if a special Act were necessary, and they would 

be extremely convenient in the crowded parts and 

suburbs of Dublin. These are the very reasons for 

which the bill should be opposed. If a tramway 

could not be formed without some considerable pre- 

liminary. expenses, there would be more accurate 

examination as to the prospects of success, and more 

ample time for deliberation on the part of those in- 

terested in'the locality. Imagine a double or single line 
of railsrunningthrough Grafton-street, Nassau-street, 
or Capel-street ! Railway carriages, drawn by horses, 
are to be whirled through the most crowded 
thoroughfares of Dublin. How can carriages 
proceed safely through streets intersected with 
metal ruts in which the wheels would be perpetually 
locked? If these tramway carriages are to travel at 
half the rate of speed which the prospectus promises, 
it would be highly dangerous, with the present am- 
plitude of drapery, for any lady to walk even on the 
footpath! Besides, as Lord Redesdale remarked, 
the object of the Bill seems really to be the promotion 
of the establishment of tramways, which would ul- 
timately be converted into railways. The result of 
these tramways must inevitably be the destruction 
of all the traffic of our most commercial streets. 
What lady, for instance, would venture upon a sbop- 
ping expedition in Grafton-street if a caravan of 
railway carriages was for ever whisked along in 
dangerous proximity to the curb-stone? Few would 
be inclined to drive through streets in which their 
horses would be affrighted, and their carriages most 
probably injured. 

Lord Lucan manfully gave the strongest opposition 
to this Bill, not only because it was a Railway Bill 
in disguise, but because the Grand Juries were to 
act in furthering the construction of tramways, 
under the advice of the County Surveyor, and the 
result would be that they would become the agents 
of the Tramway Company. It is quite plain that, 
with the numerous branches of railroads now con- 
structed or constructing in Ireland, tramways are 
not required. They cannot contend with railroads in 
speed, and when a tramway running parallel to a 
railway is once construeted and proves a failure, it 
will be converted into a railway, and we shall have 
competing lines, ruining each other, as has taken 
place so often in England. 

The Bill is intended only for Ireland. Lord 
Lucan called attention to this, and aptly remarked

The Reform 
Bill, which loomed so large and portentous, has 
long dwindled to a speck in the distant horizon. The 
Registration of Births, Deaths, and Marriages, Bill— 
one of the most important measures connected with 
[righ statistics and progress—is wheeling about on the 
point of disappearing in the wake. The Savings Bank 
Bill—that simple: measure which was to transfer 
nearly thirty millions of money, and vest it in the 
hands of Government—was the last sacrificed, pr eli- 
minary to the wholesale clearance of the hull. There 
it floats and circles in the eddy, a sad memento of 
disappointed hopes ; and the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer must manage as he can to bull or bear 
the market without the aid of that thirty 
millions. Legislation now is a scramble. Whenever 
a majority of Ministerial supporters can be 
whipped together, there the most despairing 
efforts are made to effect asalvage. Whenever the 
House presents an ominous appearance of hostility, 
Bills, which a fortnight since, were pronounced to be 
“very particular measures,” are unceremoniously 
thrown overboard. 

Although some twenty-six measures, sent down 
from the House of Lords, yet await the consideration 
of the suffering Commons, some thirty have been 
measures introduced by venturous men into the 
House of Commons itself. There is a Bill to pre- 
vent the infliction of the lash upon males above 
fourteen years of age, but we fear the Chairman of 
Limerick will be enabled to prescribe his favourite 
144 lashes during another year. It is not very plea- 
sant to think, when going to a ball or dinner, that 
you are sitting on a cushion which supported a 
corpse or fever-stricken patient an hour before; but 
the Bill to prevent the conveyance of infected and 
infecting patients and the dead i kney car- 
riages must, we fear, share the íat? of the Reform 
Bill. The Maynooth College Bill will, very likely, 
pass, as Mr. Cardwell is so earnest in the matter; 
but the grand commercial measure of the session, 
the Bankruptey and Insolvency Bill, is already 
forgotten. ‘There| is the “ Anchors Bill,” for pro 
viding greater facilities to test the strength 
of anchors used by the merchant service, which 
must give way too. The discussion of that Bill might 
provoke a debate respecting Trotman’s anchors, 
and it might be asked why the safety of her Majesty 
is trusted to an anchor made by that gentleman, 
while not one of the kind will be admitted into the 
Royal Navy.

The offence of which he has been found guilty is that 
of corrupt and illegal practices at the last election for 
Wakefield, but the Act of Parllament under which 
he was tried more curtly defines this offence to mean 
“ bribery.” Now, Mere is no doubt that Mr. Lea- 
iham did commit “bribery” at that eleetion, and 
upon a very gigantic scale. His own agent states 
that the inhabitants of that respectable borough had 
been educated to a taste for very large bribes by an 
annual indulgence in this appetite at the muni. 
eipal elections, Who administers to this systematic 
vice we are not told, but we cannot im agine that 
these annual benevolences can be more than whete or 
relishes to the great electoral banquet whereat their own 
banker was the Amphytrion. Through instrumentality 
of the commission a great many details of this tremen- 
dous treat have been made public, and some of them 
were repeated upon this trial. “The jury were told how 
persons receiving “ roving commissions” from Mr. 
Leatham’s agent went about buying up votes at £50 
and £440 aplece. All the particulars of this traffic 
were again stated in open court. Mr. Sharpley 
and Mr, Woodhead produced the independent voters 
whose virtue had been overcome by their seduc- 
tions ; and these gentle victims acknowle lged 
the persuasions under which they had fallen. 
The agent himeelf, who had been told by Mr. 
Leatham's solicitor ,to open some letters which 
lay on the table, and who: did open them, 
and found in all £2,500 in them, and spent those £2,500 
by means of his “roving commissioners” upon the ho- 
nest tradesmen of Wakeficid, came and confessed all 
this, without any qualms of eonscience on his own be- 
half, but with great indignation against the electors 
who had pocketed his money and voted on the other 
side, and especiaily agaipst one Mr. Senior, who, as 
soon as he got his money, ; ut it in his pocket and went 
into the crowd and cried, “Charlesworth for ever !”’ 
The £2,500 whereof Mr. Gilbert had the handling 
seems to have been but a portion of the money actually 
spent by Mr. Leatham, if we are to understand from 
his own letter that the sums advanced to Mr. Wain- 
wright, and which, as he complained, amounted to

In the face of all this evidence, however, Mr, Leatham 
instructed his counsel to assert—and his counsel 
Cautiously made the assertion, upon his client’s autho- 
rity—that the offence charged was a “ degrading offence, 
which Mr. Leatham’s very soul abhorred.” Now, this 
is rather strong. If there be a vice which the Kaglish 
public dislike, it is hypocrisy, We believe that the 
weneral disgust which fuliowed the disclosure of the 
unusually gross corruption at Wakefield was in no 
small degree increased by the fact that the parties im-

THE CIVIL WAR IN LEBANON. 


A bentlonen who has been 20 years in the country 
has sent a long letter, published in Saturday's Zimes, 
giving an account of the origin of the present scenes of 
anarchy and bloodshed. He throws the blame, in the 
first place on the Christians of the Lebanon, who, he 
said, commenced the war ; and, in the second place, on 
the Turks, who, by cowardice and treachery, allowed 
the Christians at Deir-e!-Kamar to be massacred :— 
Shemtain, June 30, 1860. 
Yon will, no doubt, before this can reach you, have seen 
inte of the feud which has been raging in this 
r between Druse and Christian, and you will 
less have seen a great many exaggerations and 


I should like to give you a true statement of what 
has passed, but I almost flinch from telling the truth. 
The so-called Christians are so palpably in the wrong. 
that any one calling himself Christian, and having 
any respect for the name, must feel humiliated in 
making statements that, if they do not jusiify, must 
events palliate the conduct of the Druses. 
will remember that last year there was a Druse 
and Phristian quarrel at a village called Beyt Mary. 
quarrel was settled by a compact between the 
Chriftian Emirs and the Druse chiefs to maintain 
the Druses paying 30,000 piastres as inJemnity 
for Christian property destroyed. 
Christians found, to their surprise, that they had killed 
more Druses than were siain of themselves, it appears 
that it either entered or was put into their heads 
that matters were now altered, and, as the Christians 
were by far the most numerous, they could now over 
Be that as it may, it is now positive 
that a society was formed, of which it is said that the Ro- 
man Catholic Bishop Tobia and the Emir Kais Shehab 
were presidente for the very Christian purpose of exter- 
minating the Druses of Lebanon. An executive committee 
l of Naum, Kicano ; Assad, son 
ichael Fargialla, native merchants 
and bankers of Beyrout; and it is said that Ayoub 
Trabilsy, a merchant of Deir-el-Kamar, was attached to 
The duty of this committee was to furnish arms, 
ammunition, and money to the Christian population, 
which they did chiefly through the priests of the villages, 
gratis, on the sole condition of fighting the Druses ;

A detachment of Zouaves from 
Algerie is spoken of here as being under orders for 
Syria,to act in unison with that chieftain, with whom 
they had been for many years battling. The cards

arrive from Gaeta, as well as her son by the late Ferdi- 
nand’s second marriage, the Prince of Trani, whom the 
absolutist camarilla at Naples had the madness to set up 
as a pretender under the white flag of Bourbon. This 
youth is about to marry into the family of Bavaria, 


The Marquis Dragonetti is formally announced as 


new minister in succession to the late Neapolitan Cabi- 
net. He formed one of the administration which in 


April, 1848, inaugurated the era of Reform in Italy, 
but had to seek refuge in Rome from the King’s trea- 


chery shortly after. He has since gone through more 


than the usual amount of imprisonment and martyr- 
dom allotted to liberal statesmen in that part of 
Europe, But really the formality of appointing minis- 
ters or sending sadors-appears a somewhat idle 


exercise of royalty, when the very existence of the 
crown or dynasty of Bourbon in the peninsula is a bare 
contingency, dependent just now on the unknown 


movements of Garibaldi, who holds a position akin to 
that of the renowned John of Gaunt in the days of our 
Plantagenets. His apparition on the mainiand, like 
that of Napoleon landing at Cannes, must be the sig- 
nal for the count’s instant collapse. 

The Quirinal, steamer, spoken of in yesterday 's letter 
as then taking on board the disbanded Irish recruits at 
Civita Veechia, has just landed on the quay of Mar- 
seilles 124 of these returned warriors, whom the legiti- 
mist committee of Faubourg St. Germains here must 
shortly have on their hands to forward homewards.

The “Frankfort Journal” of 16th July prints a

Admiral Archduke Maximilian. It alludes to the 
famous one ship of the live, the Kaiser, launched at 
Polo two years ago (at the same epoch that an aged 
parrot laid an egg), but the ship has never been out 
of harbour since ; it promises another to be cailed the 
Austria ; and three screw frigates are mentioned, be- 
sides several gunboats on the Lago di Garda. The 
maritime force of King Victor Emmanuel is spoken of 
as & standing menace to the Adriatic, and regrets are 
expressed at the neglect of Venice and its arsenal. 
But the pith of the report is a lamentation over the 
lonian Islands, which the Archduke asserts were 
offered to Austria by Wellington in 1815 at Verona. 
and actually refused. One thing is certain, that Great 
Britain was saddled with the protectorate of Corfu and 
the Septinsular Republic, merely to keep Russia from 
complete ascendancy ia Greece. 

The “ Constitutionnel’’ asserts that the political pri- 
soners kept, in deflance of agreements at Villafranea, 
still in the fortresses of Mantua and Verona, where the 


ex-Duke of Modena and the ex Duchess of Parma had 


consigned them, have at last been released at the re- 
quest of France.

Aprreuension or Miss Constance Kewt.—A meet-

I had reason to believe that the said murder was per- 
petrated by an inmate of the house, and I suspect that 
Miss Constance is implicated in the erime, and I pray 
for a warrant to apprehend her. This step has been 
taken from the fact, that oa examining the linen of the 
house, subsequently to the discovery of the murder, the 
police found that a bedgown belonging to the young 
ady was missing, and although a strict inquiry has 
been made it has not yet been discovered. At the close of 
the evidence Inspector Whicher said—I now ask for & 
remand for a few days, and on the next occasion I shall 
be able to show the animosity which existed between 


the prisoner and the deceased, and to search for the 
missing night-gown, which,if in existence, may possibly 
be found. After some further consultation,the prisoner, 


who had stoutly protested her innocence, was remanded 


till Friday next, and was removed to the Devizes Jail.
